The Ohio Cooperative C r o p 
Reporting Service said conditions 
on April 1 indicated that the 57.5 
million bushels of wrheal produc­ 
ed in Ohio last year would be 
topped by at least 2.5 million in 
1949. 
Reports from Ohio farm s up 
to April 1 indicated a small loss 
from Winter conditions with the

! southwest and the poorest from 
| the northwestern. 
Stocks of corn and oats on 
Ohio farms at the time the re­

ELECTION QUESTION 
WHEN Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. decided 
to ru n for Congress in New York's 20th dis­ 
trict, to fill the vacancy cau sed b y the death 
of Sol Bloom, he stirred u p an old constitu ­ 
tional qu estion. Shou ld a congressman nec­ 
essarily live in the district he represents0 
You ng Roosevelt does not live in the dis­ 
trict whose seat he seeks. The district is in 
New York City-,-and he lives on Long Is­ 
land. Other candidates for the Democratic 
nomination are attacking him on that 
score. 
The federal Constitu tion clearly does not 
stand in his way. Its sole requ irement is 
that congressmen mu st live in the state in 
which they are elected. It is largely cu stom 
which generally dictates that a congress­ 
man is the representative of a local area, 
and will do a b etter job of it if he lives in 
that area and knows its special prob lems. 
Massachu setts has occasionally departed 


Unification of the armed forces, to which 
the former secretary of defense, 
J a m e s 
Forrestal, devoted himself so assidu ou sly, 
failed. The failu re was du e to three cau ses: 
I. An inadequ ate law; 2. Non-cooperat i o n 
on the part of the three b ranches of the ser­ 
vices; 3. Unwillingness of the President to 
enforce cooperation. 
In despair. General Eisenhower was co­ 
opted from his presidency of Colu mb ia u n- 
; iversitv to preside over the joint chiefs of 
staff. Bu t the law which b rou ght this b ody 
into b eing gives to each chief of staff pre­ 
cisely the au thority which 
m a k e s t he 
scheme u nworkab le. Frank Pace Jr., direc­ 
tor of the b u dget, which clears legislation 
for the President, has a solu tion which is 
as dangerou s as anything ever projected in 
this cou ntry. He proposes the appointment 
b y the President of the chairman of the 
joint chiefs of staff, who shall take prece­ 
dence over all other officers,of the armed 
services. In addition, he shall act as the 
principal military adviser to the President 
and the secretary of defense and shall per­ 
form su ch other du ties as the President and 
the secretary of defense may direct. 
In simple langu age, he makes the chair­ 
man of the joint chiefs of staff, an u nelected 
official, a military officer, the strongest 
man in the.cou ntry. He redu ces the au thor­ 
ity of the secretary of defense. He gives the 
power of enactment to one throu gh whom 
information, advice and data are channel­ 
ed to the secretary of defense and the Pres­ 
ident. This proposal has all the character­ 
istics of incipient Napoleonism. 
Ferdinand Eb erstadt, who prepared the 
task force report on defense for the Hoover 
commission, faced this issu e squ arely in

from this cu stom. In 1910 the Cape Cod dis­ 
trict, at a special election,, ^chose a Boston testifying b efore a congressional commit­ 
tee.

A STRONGER 
VOICE 
THE Hou se Appropriations Committee 
has recommended that the operating fu nd 
for the Voice of America b e increased. This 
is the agency which spreads au thoritative 
information ab ou t the United States over 
the rest of the world, b v means of radio. 
The Voice has come in for a goodly share 
of criticism from time to time, and seems 
to have profited b y it. There is now rather 
general agreement that it is doing an im­ 
portant job in telling the American story to 
peoples who ou ght to hear it. 


“A few of the witnesses b efore ou r com­ 
mittee recommended the Pru ssian type of 
military organization with the conventional 
chief of staff su pported b y a general staff. 
“I need not discu ss the significance of the 
highest seniority in the military estab lish­ 
ment. We all know what that means and 
what overwhelming influ ence it carries 
with it. The relationship of ‘principal mili­ 
tary adviser' to ou r civilian commander-in- 
chief and to his principal civilian depu ty in 
national secu rity matters, the secretary of 
defense, is a fu rther tremendou s power.

Each time they did so they wou ld 
not only b e taking hu ge responsib ility in a 
field in which they were not expert, b u t 
they wou ld impair his position and pres- 
; tige. This wou ld not b e the case if the Pres­ 
ident’s or the secretary’s decisions were 
fortified b y the advice of some or all of the 
heads of the three military services who. in 
tu rn, wou ld b e responsib le to carry ou t 
their advice.

NEARLY all diseases of the eye

In tile la tte r condition, 
there is increased pressu re of the 
flu id in the eyeb all. 
Conju nctivitis u su ally cau ses only 
slight discom fort. The patient feels 
as thou gh there is Something in his 
eye. U su ally there is some dis­ 
charge present. Exam ination u nder 
the microscope will show the type 
of infection present so that the 
proper type of treatm ent may b e 
u tilized, su ch as antiseptic prepa­ 
rations or the su lfonam ide dru gs. 
Iritis is exceedingly painfu l. The 


colored part of the eye b ecomes du ll 
and the pu pil may b e irregu lar in 
shape. 
Glau coma also produ ces severe 
pain. The pu pil may b e larger than 
normal or oval shaped, the vision 
is interfered with, and rainb ows 
are seen arou nd lights. 


Ulcer Form s 
Sometimes an u lcer form s on the 
cornea or front part of the eyeb all. 
This is known as u lcerative kerati­ 
tis. This can b e distingu ished from 
conju nctivitis b y pu tting a little 
flu orescein into the eye. This flu o­ 
rescein ou tlines the u lcer os the 
cornea. 
Persons who have eye inflamma­ 
tion shou ld have a thorou gh stu dy 
of the eye made prom ptly b y an 
eye specialist. It is im portant that 
early diagnosis of severe eye dis­ 
orders b e made, so tha t perm anent 
damage to the eye m ayb e prevented.

Inflammation of Eye Needs 
Doctor's Prompt Attention

NEARLY all diseases of the eye l #nd lne Pu*>U mmjr » »"*fuU r » 
—serious as well as trifling—start 
with inflammation. This is a fact 
which everybody should know be­ 
cause neglect of a severe disorder 
of the eye may lead to permanent 
blindness. 
It is true that in most eases in­ 
flammation of the eye is due to a 
simple, relatively harmless, condi­ 
tion but it may also be caused by 
much more threatening ones. 


Making Diagnosis 
These conditions may sometime* 
be 
mistaken 
for 
conjunctivitis, 
which is sn inflammation of the 
lining membrane. In helping to 
make a diagnosis, it has been sug­ 
gested by Dr. Edward P. Burch, of 
Minneapolis, that adrenalin chlo­ 
ride be dropped into the eye. This 
will cause a reduction of th* con­ 
junctivitis immediately, but will 
have no effect on the inflammation 
caused by iritis, or inflammation 
of th* colored part of the eye. or 
glaucoma. 
In the latter condition, 
there is increased pressure of the 
fluid in the eyeball. 
Conjunctivitis usually causes only 
•light discomfort. The patient feels 
as though there is Something in his 
eye. Usually there is some dis­ 
charge present. Examination under 
th* microscope will show the type 
of infection present so that th* 
pro per type ef treatm ent may be 
utilized, such as antiseptic prepa­ 
rations or the sulfonamide drugs. 
Intis is exceedingly painful. The

Glaucoma also produces sever* 
pa n. The pupil may be larger than 
normal or oval shaped, the vision 
is interfered with, and rainbows 
are seen around lights. 
Ulcer Forms 
Sometimes an ulcer forms on th# 
cornea or front part of the eyeball. 
This is known aa ulcerative kerati­ 
tis. This can be distinguished from 
conjunctivitis by putting a little 
fluorescein into th# eye. This fluo­ 
rescein outlines th* ulcer oa th* 
cornea. 
Persons who have eye inflamma­ 
tion should have a thorough study 
of the eye mad# promptly by an 
eye specialist. It is important that 
early diagnosis of severe eye dis­ 
orders be made, so that permanent 
damage to the eye mayLe prevented.

If his advice proves 
wrong and results in disaster, he 
can point the finger of responsi­ 
bility at the three services and 
charge them with

of execution. They, in turn, in 
case of failure, can lay tho blame 
on the chairm an’s advice. M ili­ 
tary history is full of disasters 
rsulting from such division of 
responsibility.” 
The Hoover commission had in 
its report insisted upon civilian 
control over the armed forces. It 
said: 
“ Throughout its history, t h e 
United States has been fearf u I 
of m ilitary

this threat to Democratic gov­ 
ernment. Under the Constitution.

Here is the essence of the con­ 
flict between Napoleonism a n d 
Democratic control of the Arm y.
